* the Country, and furpriz’d a Guard of Swedifh 
+ Horfe, fome of whom he took Prifoners with 
* their Horfes ; but the Swedes being advertized 
* of it intime, purfaed them, recover’d all the 
* Booty, and took 22 Prifoners, and M. Torden. 
‘ fchiold had all the Difficulty in the World to 
* fave the reft. The fame Letters add, that Cap- 
* tain Gripp had taken a Dutch Ship under the 
* Cannon of Marftrand, which had onboard 50000 
* Crowns in Ingots. The Admiralty has Orders to 
* equip 19 Men of War, whereof 9 will be ready 
* in a few Days. 


Hamburgh, Match 12. * M. Callifen Counfellour 
* of State of Gottorp, departed from hence laft 
* Sunday, and took a Boat pretending to go to 
* Harburg, but as foon as he was got out of the 
* Boom, he changed his Courfe, and order’d the 
* Boat to fail towards Lunenburg or Boitzenburg. 
« The Minifter of Hanover being advertiz'd of this, 
« went immediately to Harbarg, where he order’d 
* him to be ued by feveral Ways, and bim 
6 and his Papers to be feiz’d. Thefe Orders were 
* duly comply’d with, and he and his Papers were 
* accordingly feized at Rottenburg. ‘Tis not 
* doubted that he defigned to go to Holland, and 
* that he was charg’d with Papers of Importance. 
¢ General Poniatowski is arrived at Lubeck, where 
he pafs’d for a Merchant of Francfort, he faw 
*no body, nor did not go out of his Quarters. 
© The Magiftrates of Lubeck having fet a Guard 
* upon the Houfe of the Widow of the late Sieur 
¢ Latorff, whom the King of Pruffia acknowledg’d 
¢ his Envoy here, altho’ he never perform’d 
¢ Funétion of a publick Minifter ; his faid Majefty 
* demands fome fignal Satisfa€tion for that Viola.
